as no real account of this perilous disaster has yet been given to the 
world, we imagine an authentic narrative of the affair will not be 
uninteresting to our readers, inasmuch: as it will display the coolness

aot.so serious has-had been contem- 
platedi «Her commander therefore 
determined to put to sea at once 
for England, the wind being so 
favourable that he was in hopes his 
ship might reach home 'n time for 
the October Meetings at Newmarket. 
But after she had been out a few 
days, the frigate parted with her 
rudder, and consequently broached 
to, causing great’ anxiety to all on 
board. The commander, however, 
Was équal to the occasion, for he 
immediately rigged out a new 
rudder, on the Packenham principle, 
and for four and twenty hours all 
went: well, Buta heavy gale com- 
ing on, the hawsers which secured 
it:shafed so-much: that they parted, 
and the Pique was again head to 
wind, and at the mercy of the waves. 
Still she rode the night out under 
bare poles, making’ three feet of 
water an hour,’ In this disabled 
condition a French brig hove in 
sight,- and taking ‘the Pique in 
tow, brought her to her course, 
which, fortunately for the interests 
of the Turf, she was enabled to keep 
until she entered the Channel. Even 
here the difficulties of the voyage 
were not over, for, finding she could 
not weather the Caskets, which are 
n) dangerous reef off the French 
coast, the Captain was compelled to 
let go the anchor, and trust to 
holding’on until help or a change of 
wind came to his relief. An altera- 
tion in the latter taking place in the 
morning, enabled him to slip his 
cable and fetch St. Helen’s Roads, 
where we, recollect his arriving and 
creating no small-sensation in Ports- 
mouth from the firing of the signals 
of ' distress., After remaining with 
Captain; Rous, during his second 
cruise inthe Pique, with the Experi- 
mental Squadron, Mr. Sutton joined 
the President, under the command of 
Captain Scott, and proceeded to the 
South American Station, where he 
remained for two years and a half, 
when he; returned to England, and 
turned his blue jacket into a scarlet 
one, by, entering the First Life 
Guards... In this corps Mr. Sutton’s 
term. of service was not much longer 
than in the Navy, for the restrictions 
on his sporting: inclinations were 
greater than he. was. willing to en- 
dure, and he. converted his sword 
into. a ploughshare, like many a 
greater hero before him. Having 
tried these two lines, his next ventwe 
was in the sporting one, and here he 
at last found out his true one, Sir 
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Richard Sutton being so true a sportsman, was naturally anxious his 
sons should rise as became their name and lineage, and consequently 
this portion of their education was commenced earlier than usual in 
most families ; and the subject of our memoir, when a boy of six 
years of age, was put upon a pony that his father had purchased of 
old Mason, of Stilton, who had educated ‘ Jem,” aud the tutor was 
as successful in one instance as in the other. Sir Richard Sutton at 
that time resided at Lundford, close to Buckenham, the residence of 
General Peel, and the younger branches of the two families were 
wont to amuse themselves by racing their ponies together. And on 
one occasion our hero showed his breeding by jumpinga gate three 
times in succession in revenge for being beaten for speed on the flat 
by a Peel of the same year. In the hunting-field Mr. Sutton com- 
menced with his father, who took him anywhere, and everywhere, 
and so satisfied was he with his progress—for no fence could stop 
him—that when he found himself unequal to take command of the 
entire Quorn country, he allotted to him two days a week of the 
Harborough country. This Mr, Sutton hunted through two very 
dry seasons in course of which he was much thwarted by the exces- 
sive drought, which caused foxes to be always making for earths 
when pressed. The sudden and unexpected death of Sir Richard 
Sutton, at the beginning of Mr. Sutton’s third year of office, com- 
pelled him to purchase a sufficient quantity of hounds from the Quorn 
kennels to enable him to hunt that portion of the Quorn country, 
south of the Wreaky ; the remaining half being allotted to Mr. 
Frank Sutton, in order that ths season might not be disturbed. The 
difficulties of such a position may be well understood, and we be- 
lieve they were without parallel in the annals of hunting men. Not 
being able to get a country he liked, he sold his pack for two thou- 
sand guineas, and as they consisted of forty couple of working 
hounds, the price was the largest ever realised. 

Mr. Sutton’s next venture was on the turf, on which he commenced 
by buying, in 1856, four yearlings, one being Eurydice, sister to 
Imperieuse, for which he gave seventy guineas. With this filly, as 
a two-year-old, he won the Althorp Park, which was his maiden 
race, and asa three he carried off the Cambridgeshire ; the starters 
for which, strange to say, were the same as last year, and also simi- 
lar to those which ran in the Hunt Cup, at Ascot, which he won 
with Rouge Dragon. Mr. Sutton’s great good fortune, however, 
arose from having, in 1863, entered into an arrangement with Col. 
Pearson, one of the best and most scientific breeders of the day, for 
the hiring of the yearling filly Gardevisure, for a certain sum, with 
contingencies, and her performances are too recent to need recapitu- 
lating : when she was at 60 to 1, she realised her lessee a sum very 
little short of sixteen thousand pounds. The next year—viz., in 
1864, he followed up his luck by hiring, on the same terms, Lord 
Lyon, on the same terms, and with him has done enough for fame, 

In other manly sports Mr, Sutton is quite an adept, and in the 
crioket-field has got his name up as much as in the hunting-field, 
having, ina match between Derbyshire and Leicestershire, scored 
119 runs in oneinnings, Asa game shot few can beat him, and, 
as when he hunted, he rode like a Sutton, he may be said to embody 
most of those accomplishments which win admiration and respect 
from both sexes. Of a liberal disposition, a frank and open bear- 
ing, and with sufficient confidence in his opinion to back it with his 
money, Mr, Sutton may be said to race as becomes the son of Sir 
Richard Sutton, and hence his deserved popularity, which will last 
while the black jacket and red cap are registered in the pages of 
Baily. In short, his example may well be followed by gentlemen 
of similar position in society, who desire to have equal confidence 

laced in them by the British public as is bestowed on Mr. Richard 
utton.

EDITORIAL POSISCRIPT, 


Pedestrianism and‘athletic sports are looking up. Indeed, the 
latter are becoming all the rage amongst the higher classes, and _re- 
ports of meetings of this description come in to us from all quarters, 


. Professional pedestrianism is »lso growing stronger in pub ic favour 


this season than it has ever done before. As an evide.. of this we 
may point to the Great Champion Meeting to be hel:. at the Crystal 
Palace on Monday. ' Owing to the negligence of runners neglecting 
to send in their colours, and anonymous entries, the committee, up 
to the time of our going to press, are unable to state the actual num- 
per of starters, but already nearly all the best men have entered, 80 
that the sight to be witnessed, at the Palace on Monday will be one 
never before seen in this or, perhaps, any other country. There 
will be representatives there from all the great centres of pro- 
fessional pedestrianism. London will send Mills, Riley, Munns, 
Rogers, Tuck, Trusson, Small, Ford, Andrews, and Goulder ; the 
North, Lindley, Tait, W. Bell, McInstray, and Brown ; while Man- 
chester and the Midland districts will be also well represented. 
Should this meeting be well conducted, and proper order be 
observed, the “rough” element for once in their lives looking on at 
the sport without marring it by riotous and indecorous conduct, 
pedestrianism will undoubtedly have achieved a triumph which will 
go far to obtain for it many influential patrons of which it cannot 
at present boast. Amongst all classes—in country and in city-- 
athletic sports are popular, and even those who are compelled to 
spend their lives tied down either by the bonds of fashion, or of 
necessity to enervating pursuits, have a longing after a more 
robust life, and an admiration for those_who attain to any degree of 
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perfection in atheletic exercises. Men of fashion as well as 
men of business, and all those who follow intellectual pursuits, 
physically speaking, get rusty in London, and allow themselves to 
pass silently over into old fogyism before their time, but neverthe- 
less they feel that thereby they are doing those things which 
they ought not to do, and leaving undone those things which 
they ought to do. There is no reason why a man shortly after he 
passes thirty should fall into the,‘‘sere and yellow leaf,” and although 
it may be true that men age now-a-days more rapidly than of yore, 
surely the poor old fellow who did not leave college more than ten 
years ago, in the prime of his youth, ought not to be considered 
hopelessly weak, wasted, and decrepid with age? How far this 
tendency to get old before our time might be checked by paying 
greater attention to the exercise of the muscles of the body, and by, 
in fact, giving as much attention to the improvement of the powers 
of the body as to those of the mind, it is unnecessary to say. It is 
not necessary that we should be a nation of athletes ; but it is by not 
neglecting field sports nor athletic exercises, and by the liberal 
encouragement ef such feats as that which is to come off at the 
Crystal Palace on Monday next, that we ean alone prevent the setting 
in of that physical decay that history tells us has too often accom- 
panied a refined civilization. 

There are some people who hold to the opinion that Shakespeare’s 
plays are not the productions of the immortal Will, but of a company 
(unlimited, of course) of dramatic writers, of which he was only an 
insignificant member! We are not surprised, therefore, that many 
persons should be found who believe that the alleged performance 
of the little American ship, Red, White, and Blue, isa “ glaring 
imposition.” Several letters have appeared in the daily papers to 
that effect, and nautical men have not hesitated to express the 
opinion that such a tiny craft could not have lived in the heavy 
seas of July and August last. Then, as the engraving which we 
pulished three weeks ago showed, the little vessel is rigged and 
sparred so very slenderly that she looks as though she never could 
ride out a gale. Notwithstanding these sceptical assertions Captain 
Hudson mainteined that he did make the voyage as described. Mr.

NEWMARKET SECOND OCTOBER ANTICIPATIONS. 

We shall have a great meeting at head-quarters next week, 80 
many interesting events awaiting decision at the Second October 
trysting, the principal items, however, being the Cesarewitch, the 
Middle Park Plate, the Clearwell, the Prendergast, the Oaks, and 
the Derby, The heath is in splendid condition, and a great number 
of strange horses have remained on the spot that had taken part in 
the First October revels, including Lord Lyon, Achievement, Master 
Richard, Vauban, &c., and we understand that they are likely to 
prolong their stay the Houghton week over. 

The sports commence on Monday, and continue until Saturday, 
as usual, For the October Produce Stakes (last five furlongs of A. F.), 
on the opening: day, we have only five entries, and as Summertime 
is out of training, and Thorsday has been amiss, we presume the 
prize will go to Mr. Merry, by the aid of his Dunpex filly out of 
SunBEAM, who gets a 3lb allowance. There is a very bad lot of 
three-year-old fillies in the Sweepstakes of 50 sovs. each, D,M., 
of whom probably Countess Aa (allowed 5lb) may turn out to 
be the best, and for the'two 300 Sova Sweepstakes, T. Y. C., 
we ought to see the Sunrrower filly and Cu.iina victorious. We 
do not doubt either, Taz Preman will conquer the Maid of Masham 
filly in their T. Y. C. engagement, 

On Tuesday, the Royal Stakes will be run’ off, A. F.; and 
Westwick has done so well of late, that he is bound to win, though 
Tomahawk and another or two will dppose him, as there is a trifle 
for the second horse. Most of the horses engaged in the Clearwell 
Stakes are in the Middle Park Plate; but as the latter is decided 
on another day, they are very likely to run for both. At all 
events, ACHIEVEMENT will do so; and the Clearwell will conse- 
quently be a mere canter for her, as she puts up a 3lb penalty only. 
In the Middle Park Plate, she is mulcted 7lb extra, and so is the 
Hermit ; whilst Marksman is penalised 4lb. Amongst the re- 
mainder of the entry we find the Palmer, Plaudit, Knight of the 
Garter, Julius, The Rake, Imperator, Dragon, Thornapple, Bean- 
stalk, and other imposing candidates, who meet the mare upon 
advantageous terms; and it is just upon the cards, that the flying 
sister to Lord Lyon may have to succumb to something fresher than 
herself, and possessing merit of superior order. Public form points 
to PLAuDIT as being the most dangerous opponent to ACHIEVEMENT ; 
and if Colonel Pearson's filly be not quite up to the mark, the north 
country horse will make her lower her colours. At all events, 
Plaudit is worth backing for next year’s Derby.

There were 
already 135 members of the music hall profession enrolled amongst 
its members, and it had a fund of £1,600. The committee would 
e very glad to assist all the members of the profession, and if the 
only objection was that the music halls were not sufficiently repre- 
tented on the committee, they would appoint an additional member. 
f, however, they decided on having a separate fund, it should have 
his individual support. (Hear.) Mr, Villiers then moved ‘‘ That

to join the Dramatic and Musical Sick Fund.” Mr. Charles Sloman 
Beconded the resolution, which was supported by Mr. W. Eburne, 
Mr. Mills, and others.

RACE. 

We here give portraits of four as hardy sons of Neptune as ever 
pulled an oar through a rough gea. Burton Vewill, T. Coles, 
T. Crook, and Simon Robinson, are the Whitby fishermen who won 
the great ocean boat race, for £200, some particulars of which have 
been already published. It was, indeed, a race of giants, for it was 
agreed that it should:be rowed: in heavy cobles, and should be over 
ten miles of open sea, The opponents of the Whitby fishermen 
werefminers of Blyth, a town and river that hag lately become noted

Again they appeared to get 
within really exciting reach of the leading boat, as she almost 
crossed their course. The supporters of the Whitby crew were 
frantic at this apparent trifling with fortune, and their frenzy found 
expression in strong language. Tne gain of the Blyth men proved 
to be just as illusory as before, The Whitby crew got into the full 
swing of the tide rolling in from the north, and they rowed proudly 
into the harbour nearly 200 yards before the Blyth boat. The

MR. BOUCICAULT’S NEW DRAMA “THE LONG 
STRIKE” 

The production of this new piece at the Lyceum has already been 
commented on in our theatrical columns. By way, however, of 
accompanying the illustration that we give this week, we furnish a 
more extended sketch of the plot of the drama than we have 
hitherto been able to give. 

The action of ‘‘ The Long Strike ” is laid in Manchester, and it 
commences at a moment when a long-standing dispute between 
certain manufacturers and their operatives has attained its highest 
point. Noah Learoyd (Mr. 8. Emery), is the chosen leader of the 
working men, and his daughter Jane (Mrs. Dion Boucicault), is 
the object of the lawless passion of Mr. Radley (Mr. J. H. 
Fitzpatrick), a manufacturer who is foremost in oppressing his hands 
—she being at the same time beloved by Jem Starkie (Mr. J. C. 
Cowper), for whom, though almost unknown to herself, she cherishes 
a warm affection ; and by Johnny Reilly (Mr. Dion Boucicault), an 
honest-hearted Irish sailor, who adoring her with all his heart, sees 
her preference for his rival, and is quite ready to abandon his own 
claima if by so doing he can insure her happiness. Radley 
being pursued by a body of the workpeople on strike, takes refuge 
in the house of Noah and is concealed by ane in her bed-room, 
While here he overhears Noah and others plan the burning of all 
the principal Manchester factories, beginning with hisown. Here 
the first act ends, 

At the commencement of the second act, Jem, driven to despair, is 
about to commit suicide, but the pistol is taken from him by Reilly. 
The sailor starts to join his ship at Liverpool, and Jem accompanies 
him on a portion of the way ; meanwhile Radley has denounced to 
the police the plot which he overheard. Noah learns that his com- 
ey have been arrested through the plot baving been discovered 

y Radley in his own house, and that the manufacturer was at the 

time concealed in his daughter's bedroom, He imagines the worst 
from the latter circumstance, and arming himself with Jem’s pistol 
and ammunition, left on the table by Keilly, he resolves to avenge 
the workpeople and his daughter's dishonour at one and the same time. 
The next scene presents a lane behind Radley’s house. Here Jane 
meets Radley, and telling him that she now finds that her heart is 
given to Jem, entreats him to desist from his suit. He brutally 
avows that his intentions were not matrimonial and urges her to 
fly with him, promising that her reward shall be his abstention 
from prosecuting her father. While he is forcing her to enter the 
house a pistol is fired through the hedge and Radley falls dead at he 
feet. Hershrieks bring neighbours crowding to the spot, and upon 
the effective tableau thus created the act drop falls. A pistol found 
beside the laurel hedge being identified as belonging to Jem, and 
the weapon proving to have been wadded with a portion of a letter 
written to him by Jane, that young man is arrested on his 
return to Manchester and is charged with the murder. Jane, 
who, through the ravings of her father, who has gone mad, 
learns who the real assassin is, resolves to save Jem. She hurries 
to Mr. Moneypenny (Mr. H. Widdicomb), an attorney, to seek his 
advice and aid, This lawyer is so overwhelmed with business that 
at first he refuses to see the girl, but daunted by the prospect of her 
sitting on his door-step all night, he hears her story, and then 
starts with her to telegraph a message to Reilly’s ship so that 
Reilly may be procured as a witness to prove that Jem was not in 
Manchester at the period of the murder, When Jane and Mr. 
Moneypenny arrive, the office is closing for the night,-and Slack 
(Mr. Moreland) informs them that it is too late to send a message. 
Jane is in despair, and while Slack and the lawyer are endeavouring 
to console hér, the bell in the instrument rings, showing 
that the communication with Liverpool has been re- 
established. The message to Reilly is at once despatched. 
The last act introduces us to the cabin of Reilly’s ship, the captain 
of which, being short-handed, refuses to allow him to go ashore when 
the message arrives. The warm-hearted sailor solves all difficulties 
by jumping out of the port-hole, and swimmiag' to a boat, which 
briugs him safely to land. He arrives in the very nick of time at 
the court house, where the jury are about to find Jem guilty. Our 
illustration represents one of the most effective scenes in the piece, 
viz., that of the interior of the “ Seven Stars” Inn, where the manu- 
facturers in seasion receive the delegation from the people on strike, 
The painting and arranging of this scene, and indeed, of the scenery 
throughout, and the grouping and acting of those who figure in it, 
are of such a high degree of realistic excellence ag alone will suffice 
for ensuring for the new drama a lengthened run, 


MR. FELIX ROGERS AND MISS JENNY WILMORE. 


We give this week portraits of those clever and well-known bur- 
lesque artistes, Mr. and Mrs. Felix Rogers—the latter better known 
as Miss Jenny Wilmore—now attracting large audiences to the St. 
James’s Hall, Liverpool, by their acting in Mr. Burnand’s burlesque, 
“Sappho.” The lady and gentleman the subjects of these few re- 
marks have no very lengthy career to look back upon, but what their 
prefomwanet career lacks in length is amply made up for by its bril- 
iance. Prior to the opening of the New Royalty Theatre under the 
management of Mrs. Selby—an event as yet but about four years 
distant—we believe neither Mr, Rogers nor Miss Wilmore were 
known in London ; and, as: we think, the provinces were at that 
time not much better informed on the subject than the Londoners. 
Mr. Rogers and Miss Wilmore were: amongst the company that 
opened under Mrs. Selby at the New Royalty, and played in the first 

iece produced by that management. We forget the title of the piece, 
but we recollect that there were a lot of amateur sailors in it, that 
Mr. Rogers and Miss Wilmore were two of them, and that both lady 
and gentleman gave a taste of their quality as comedians and dancers 
which was even then thought to be pre-eminently promising. Almost 
immediately after, Mr. Burnand supplied the new and then hopeful 
Management with its first burlesque. This wag the now world- 
famous “ Ixion.”” To expend a sentence on the subject of the popu- 
larity attained by this burleaque would be sheer extravagance, Every 
town throughout the three kingdoms, aye, and the colonies, too, that 
owns a theatre, bas bad its walls placarded with announcements of 
the performance of that most popular of all burlespues, The popu- 
larity of ‘‘ Ixion,” however, was, as is frequently the case, due to a 
number of circumstances rather than to the one circumstance of its 
intrinsic excellence. The piece is undoubtedly brilliant, and is, 
perhaps, still the best work of the author; but though the most 
popular burlesque ever written, it ia certainly not the best burlesque 
ever written. One of the causes, then, of the exceptional success of 
** Txion” was the acting of Mr. Felix Rogers, and another was the 
acting of Miss Jenny Wilmore. ‘The other causes we need not enter 
into now. -Mr. Felix Rogers played, or created, the Minerva of that 
piece, His wonderfully comic portrayal, of the immortal blue- 
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stocking, and his side-splitting recital of poor Dr. Watts’s ‘‘ When 
dogs delight,” are things not likely to be soon forgotten by those 
under whose notice they came. The.hit made by Miss Wilmore in 
Ixion was no less decided. Her piquant. style, the excellent point 
with which she enunciated Mr. Burnand’s jokes, and her graceful 
and clever dancing took the critical first night’s audience by storm ; 
and the position thus gained at a single bound has been maintained 
since before all audiences. After leaving the New Royalty, which 
they did on the break-up of Mrs. Selby’s management, Mr. Rogers 
and Miss Wilmore went into the provinces, playing wherever they 
went in ‘‘Ixion” and o*her pieces with the greatest success. Mr. 
Rogers then got Mr, Burnand to write him another burlesque, the 
copyright and sole right of playing which he purchased. This bur- 
lesque was ‘‘ Sappho,” a work which, besides being every way worthy 
of the author of “ Ixion,” and in some respects, as we think, superior 
to that piece, supplies Mr. Rogers, in the character of the heroine, 
with a part still more elaborate than Minerva, and still better calcu- 
lated for the display of his peculiar powers, His and Miss Wilmore’s 
playing in this piece have met with similar success to that accorded 
to their playing in ‘‘Ixion.” Though, naturally enough, Mr. Rogers 
and Miss Wilmore devote themselves more particularly to burlesque, 
the speciesof acting in which they made their first great hits, they have 
occasionally appeared in other kinds of pieces, Mr, Rogers isa very 
good low comedian ; and, recently, during his management of the Mary- 
lebone Theatre, he essayed Mr. Charles Kean’s famous part of ‘‘ Louis 
XI.,” and achieved no mean amount of success, In such character. 
parts Mr. Rogers is no doubt calculated, with some little training, to 
shine, though, doubtless, so long as burlesque continues to claim him 
for her own, and to make the connection so profitable, he’ will have 
little opportunity of cultivating his ‘talent for more serious histrio- 
nics. Mr. Rogers and Miss Wilmore have since their first appear- 
ance in London at the New Royalty, and in the intervals between 
their various tours in the provinces, played engagements together 
at the Surrey and Adelphi. Mr. Rogers has also played a season at 
the St. James’s, and Miss Wilmore one at the Princess’s. Still later 
they have respectively figured as manager and directress’ both in 
London and the provinces. In London they took the Standard and 
Marylebone, each for a season, and were eminently successful at 
both ; and they are now at the head of an efficient little company, 
numbering amongst its members, besides themselves, such actors and 
actresses as Messrs, Belford, Joseph Robins, Worboys, Misses Nes- 
bet, and Laidlaw, and playing at the St. James’s Hull, Liverpool,

“Macbeth,” with the elaborate and beautiful fscenery of Beverley 
and the musical embellishments of two seasons ago, has replaced 
‘King John” during the week at this house. On Monday. Mr. 
Phelps played the principal character to a crowded house. Of his 
well-known impersonation nothing need now be said more than 
that it was upon this occasion marked by its many former excellences, 
and gave abundant satisfaction to the immense audience. The great 
novelty of the performar.ce was the appearance, for the first time in 
London, of Miss Amy Sedgwick as Lady Macbeth. Miss Sedgwick, 
is a commedienne rather than a tragedienne, nevertheless her 
enactment of the arduous vole must be pronounced as highly credit- 
able as a whole, and really powerful in parts. Miss Sedgwick’s 
elocution is unexceptional ; but she relies upon it, and upon a certain 
statuesque immobility of part too exclusively. Her action is 
extremely graceful, but, in the earlier scenes, it is somewhat cold and 
formal, The same may be said of her facial play. In the earlier 
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scenes the dreadful passions that work within the breast of 
Lady Macbeth are but feebly indicated by Miss Sedgwick’s 
countenance that same countenance, which, as we all know, lights 
up with expression in comedy. Indeed, it seemed to us that Miss 
Sedgwick’s immobility of feature was traceable to a continued 
effort to keep in check the naturally good humoured expression of her 
countenance. The most effective part of the performance was the 
sleep walking scene. This was very clever in every particular, and 
produced a great impression. Mr. Phelps has played Macbeth on 
three nights of the week, and Mr. Barry Sullivan has played the 
character on the other three nights, the cast in other respects re- 
maining the same all the week. Mr. Sullivan’s Macbeth is a highly 
meritorous, intelligent, and in many respects original performance, 
but it is not a particularly powerful one. It is creditably devoid of 
that mouthing and ranting which is the bane of tragic 
acting, but the refinement of tone and air is somewhat 
overdone for the character. The make-up is open to a 
similar objection. There is an air of spruceness, not to say 
dandyism, about it which would be fitting enough 
in an officer of the Guards of the present day, but which hardly 
realises our idea of the semi-barbarous Scottish soldier of a thousand 
years ago. Some of the critics found fault with Mr, Sullivan’s 
dressing of the part of Falconbridge, saying that the dress he wore 
was too long. In Macbeth Mr, Sullivan goes into the opposite ex- 
treme. He wears a tunic so short as to make him look like a ballet 
girl, all legs. Mr. Sullivan introduces a good deal of novel, and for 
the most part good, business into the part, and is particularly 
effective in the martial phases of the latter scenes. The impersona- 
tion was well received and much applauded. The other parts, from 

that of Macduff down to the smallest in the piece, are played with 
singular completeness and effect, Mr. Swinbourne making a capital 
Macduff, Mr. Johnstone a good Duncan, Mr. C. Warner a fair 

Donaldbain, Mr. T. Mead an excellent Banquo, Mr. M‘Intyre a 
picturesque and impressive Rosse, and Mr. Harcourt 7a handsome 
Lennox. The Witch Scenes were, as upon the occasion of the revival 
the season before last, amongst the most effective. The three 
sisters found excellent exponents in Messrs. H. and C. Webb, and 
Mr. ©. Seyton, while the singing witches, with Messrs. Henri 
Drayton (Hecate) and ©. Lyall, and Mesdames Jenny Bauer and 
Rebecca I[sxacs at their head, gave Locke’s music in a manner 

most unexceptional, The ‘‘Comedy of Errors” has been, as last’ 
week, the concluding piece, and has afforded much amusement to the 


large audiences. 
ADELPHI, 

This house epened its season on Munday last without a new piece, 
but with a very notable new member in its company. Upon the 
occasion in question Miss Kate Terry made her first appearance here 
in Mr. Tom Taylor’s admirable petite drama, ‘A Sheep in Wolf's 
Clothing.” To say that Miss Kate Terry is par excellence the rising 
actress of the day would hardly convey what we wish conveyed by 
way of defining the position held at the present moment by this 
lady. That which is rising may have risen either little or much. 
Now, with reference to Miss Kate Terry, we say she is rising, not 
because she has not already risen to a very high position in her pro- 
fession, aye, and in the very highest walk of her profession, but be- 
cause, such is her talent—we may soon have to say genius—that 
high positions are to her only stepping-stones to such as are higher 
still. Miss Kate Terry’s position before the public as an actress of 
leading parts dates back but a year or two, and yet, such is the 
progress sbe has made, and such the promise of further progress, 
that her every fresh assumption gives indication of, that to doubt 
that achievemeuts on the grandest scale, achievements that shall 
brave comparison with those which served to give the distinguishing 
characteristic to even the * palmy days” of the drama themselves, 
are stored in the near future of this young actress, would be to 
doubt that which is plain, open, palpable, to doubt that the sun 
gives light at noon-day. The new drama in which Miss Kate Terry 
was to have commenced her engagement here not being ready, “A 
Sheep in Wolf’s Clothing” has been substituted. This may in some 
quarters be matter for regret ; but we must confess that it is not se 
with us. Hoping the very best, as we are bound to do, of the 
forthcoming drama, we yet cannot hope for a better drama than this 
little gem of Mr. Tom. Taylor’s, either as a drama or as a me- 
dium tor displaying the talents of Miss Kate Terry. Recent notice 
of the acting of Miss Terry in this very piece, at the Olympic, will 
absolve us from again going into the merits of the portrayal of 
brave, gentle Mistress Carew in detail ; we will, therefore, simply 
gay that the part is played magnificently; that it is played better 
even than Miss Terry has played it before, and that old drama 
(comparatively), and petite drama as is the piece, it, with the acting 
of Miss Terry, should draw all London for half-a-year, despite the 
newest and the grandest of dramas that isoristobe. And, talking 
of the excellence of the drama, we are reminded that there be Tom 
Taylor dramas and Tom Taylor dramas. It has been our lot to see 
the piece under notice, and ‘* The Whiteboys,” the latest drama from 
the pen—or'desk—of the same author within one week. We have 
looked on this picture and on that, aund—well, we'll content ourselvea 
with saying, with the aid of the mostexpressive notes of admiration 
that our printing-office will furnish—What a contrast !! The 
drama is otherwise excellently acted, Mr. Billington playing better 
than usual—playing, indeed, very well—as Master Jasper, 
our old friend Stuart quite revelling in the part of Percy,Kirke and 
deservedly securing quite a heap of applause, anda separate call before 
the curtain at the close and Mr. F. A. Shaw making a decided 
hit in Kester Chedzoy. Such applause as greeted Miss Terry during 
the progress of the piece, and at the close, though the house was not 
very full, has not, we venture to think, been heard in the Adelphi 
this many a day, and had we seen Mr. Webster’ amongst the 
audience, and had any reason to believe that a whispered comment 
upon the fact would have been borne by some kindly attendant 
zephyr to his private ear, we would have commented to this effect, 


‘* So much Mr, Webster.for a good drama and good acting,” We 


have said that on Monday night the house was not fall, Itis a fact ; 
and no doubt it is to be accounted for by pe cin People are 
reserving their visit till Miss Terry appears in‘a new character. This 
is an egregious mistake. As we have already intimated, the chances 
are fifty to one that the new drama will not afford Miss Terry 80 good 
a part as does ‘¢A Sheep in Wolf's Clothing,” and s0 wo BAY 
to all, go and. see the latter while ye may. ‘ Helen” is still the 
afterpiece, and Miss Furtado still reigns as “the most beautiful.” 
Two or three changes in the personnel of the company are noticeable, 
Misses Godsall and Seaman haye disappeared, and been replaced by 
Misses Burnette and Emily Pitt. Misses Turtle and D’Este have also 
joined the company. si sce cece 
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“The Whiteboy,” Mr. Tom Taylor’s new drama, with whioh this 
house commences its Winter season, adds one to the many more 
or less successful dramas by the same author, that have appeared 
during the last twenty years or so without adding one whit to his 
reputation. It is an Irish drama, the scene being laid in Munster, 
just prior to the outbreak of the rebellion of °98. Notwithstanding 
his latter fact, and the title, the interest is not in the least political. 
Redmond O'Hara, the hero, might just as well have been a hostler, 
or a ploughboy, as a ‘‘ Whiteboy,” in so far as the action of the plece ia 
concerned, The main story is simply a love story, and a story 
moreover 80 singularly inoriginal and uninteresting, as to be 
undeserving of even the: briefest outline here, It is for the most 
part a rehashing of the materials which have done duty in most of 
the more popular of the Irish dramas that have been produced during 
the last few years, and not a skilful re-hashing either. But un- 
satisfactory asis the construction of the drama, the character drawing 
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is more unsatisfactory still. The comic under-plot—or what should 
be the comic under-plot ; it is in reality rather more prominent than 
the drama proper, and secures considerably more of the sympathy of 
the audience—the comic under-plot is one prolonged baiting of a 
certain cockney lawyer. This unfortunate individual is baited alike 
by ‘“‘bhoys,” the peasantry, and the squire himself. The ill treatment 
he is subjected to at the hands of the common people isno less coarse, 
brutal, and unwarrantable than is the ill-manners he experiences at 
the hands of the only “ Irish gentleman ” in the piece. Andaltogether, 
though the horse play that through the medium of this cockney lawyer 
ia the one constituent of this best half of the action of the piece, is in 
iteelf—or would be in afarce—very diverting, it is as a picture of 
Trish life simply preposterous and somewhat libellous. Indeed the 
one-sided view of the Irish character that is presented by this drama 
generally is remarkable. So remarkable as to suggest that the 
ebject the author had in view when he set himself the task of writing 
the piece was the concoction of an elaborate satire upon Tre!and and 
the Lrish. There is little or nothing to admire in the characters from 
the hero downwards, The hero is a drunken idler, who apparently 
assumes the cloak of “ patriot ” for no higher reason than that it may 
serve to cover his illicit operations in the ‘‘ potheen ’’ trade, and his 
lawless proceedings generally. He is, besides, 2 contemptible fool, 
as is proved by the way in which he allows the villain of the piece to 
handle him and render him jealous. The rest of the ‘“‘ bhoys”’ are 
similarly dissipated, ‘‘ rattling, roaring” blades, all more or less idle, 
brutal, and venial. The villagers present features very little different, 
and the squire himself is every bit as brutal, lawless, and otherwise 
unlovely as are his inferiors in rank, As for the two Roglish 
characters introduced, one, that of an English captain, is unobjection- 
able simply because as a character it is nought, and the other, that of 
the cockney lawyer, is, as we have said before, a mere farce 
character. ‘The charge of inoriginality in the construction of: the 
drama generally has been met in certain quarters by a statement 
that the drama was written many years ago. If this is true, of 
course it relieves Mr. Tom Taylor of the suspicion of using other 
men’s ideas in so far asthe recent popular Irish dramas, whence many 
of those ideas were it was thought taken, are concerned. But in so 
relieving him the very fact that his drama is older than they that were 
thought to have been his models lays him open toanother charge, Viz. 
that of slighting the intelligence of a West-end audience by the 
eatin of a piece the most salient points of which, owing to the 
pse of years, had been light upon one by one and worn more or less 
threadbare by other dramatists, by the production, in short, of the 
mere husk of a drama. The dialogue, supposing the above mentioned 
explanation to be true, is the most creditable part of the author's 
handiwork; butif that explanation is not true, it also alike, as regards 
originality and point, is below Mr. Tom Taylor’s uaval-high mark. 
Altogether, for so clever a playwright as Mr. Tom Taylor, ‘‘ The 
Whiteboy ” is a singularly insipid and unsatisfactory piece. There 
jeno doubt, that had it bgen the work of an unknown writer, it would 
have been damned downright on the first night, instead of being, as 1b 
was, damned only by faint praiso, Nevertheless, failure as the 
piece undoubtedly is, the acting will suffice to keep it afloat for a 
time. Not that there isanything very striking in the acting—the 
actors have too little chance of distinguishing themselves—but 
simply because the acting is better than the piece. Mr. Dominick 
Murray, who makes his firat appearance here, is about the best off. He 
plays the cockney lawyer, and is highly amusing. Miss Milly Palmer, 
a young lady favourably known to Londoners through her 
acting in one of Mr. Craven's pieces at the Strand, and 
since. by report as the provincial impersonator (chosen by 
the author) of Arrah in ‘ ‘Arrah-na-Pogue,” also made her first 
appearance at this theatre, her character being that of Grace Dwyer, 
the heroine. Misa Palmer's assumption, besides being a very graceful 
and pleasing one generally, evinced, in the few situations affording 
the opportunity, oonsiderable power. Mr. H. Neville played the 
hero, Redmond O'Hara, with his usual force, making, probably, as 
much of the part as was possible. Mr. H. J. Montague, as is usual 
with him, brought his somewhat subordinate part, that of the 
English Captain, into unwonted prominence. Mr. G, Vincent is 
badly suited as an informer aud Irish villain rather above the 
average ; and, besides, does not take kindly to the brogue., Mr. 
Addison reappeared upon these boards after a long absence, His 
Trish squire was an excellent piece of acting, and as characteristic as 
his text would permit. Miss Farren has the pantomime part of a 
half-witted dumb boy, and called the “ innocent,” and plays it 
very cleverly, A new and rather humourous member of the company 
is Mr. Jerrold Reeves, who plays a sergeant, The rest were the 
usual group of dancing and brawling “ pisantry,’ only noisier, 
more vicious, and less (excepting Mr. W. M. Terrott) “up” in 
the brogue. Mr. Hawes Craven has supplied some very pretty 
scenery. Mr. Horace Wigan's new comedietta, ‘ Tha Best Way,” 
produced on the same evening, and played every evening since, is 
an agreeable little piece enough, and is embellished with some ex: 
cellent acting by Messrs. Horace Wigan, John Clayton (from the St. 
James's, his first appearance here), and Mesdames Lydia Foote and 
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Joan la Poste,” the French version of Mr. Boucicault’s “ Arrah-na-Pogue,” 
has now had a run of more than 100 nights at the Gaite, Paris.

CANTERBURY.—The management of this hall have contrived a 
great novelty for their patrons in the shape of a sort of resuscitation 
of the departed glories of the adjacent Astley’s Amphitheatre. Mr. 
A. Powell’s highly trained mare Gazelle, an exceedingly beautiful 
creature, appears each evening and executes a variety of pas, keep- 
ing time to the music with the precision of o trained ballet dancer. 
This performance is very remarkable, and if it were not for a lurking 
snspicion in the mind of the spectator that the feats are prompted 
rather by some coercive ageney than by the simple docility of the trained 
beast who willingly yields to the wishes of its master, it would be a 
pleasant one also. During the entire performance the mare has her 
exhibitor, Mr. Powell, upon her back, and though there is no show 
of coercion, the continued ‘convulsive twitching of the mouth and 
tail of the animal seems to point to the fact that she does not enjoy 
her terpsichorean evolutions to anything like the extent that the 
audience do. Afterwards Mr. Powell appears in conjunction with 
Messrs. Footit and Clarke, ina performance totally different, but 
still Astleyan rather than music-hallean. The trio appear as the 
‘¢‘ Ohampion Vaulters of the World,” and from a spring board upon 
the stage propel themselves, somersault-wise, & prodigious height 
into the air, and thence to the end of a platform that reaches to the 
extremity of the stalls. The performance is very novel and clever; but 
it is also very noisy, dusty, and generally uncomfortable to the audi- 
ence, more especially to that portion which happens to bein the stalls. 
The erection of the huge platform from the footlights to the extremity 
of the stalls, besides obliging, at the bidding of a wholearmy of supers 
armed with planks and ropes, numbers to vacate their seats (to find 
others if they can), is a dusty operation. So also is the arranging of 
gigantic mattresses for the vaulters to fall upon; and 80 likewise is 
the vaulting itself. And as for the gun-firing that accompanies 
the vaulting, that is really terrific ; besides frightening the ladies 
out of their wits, and splitting the ears of the audience generally, 
it fills the place with smoke and puts out the lights, Other late 
additions tu the entertainments are the comic singing of Messrs. Fred. 
Laroche and C. Stanley, the negro entertainment of Messrs. Har- 
court and Daniels, and the acrobatism of the Zamezu Family.

On Saturday night last Mr. H. T. Craven made his firat appea- 
rance at this house in his famous little comico: drama, ‘‘ a 
White,” and had a most cordial greeting from a full and fashionable 
house. “Milky White” will be recollected as a' Strand hit of some 
two or three seasons ago. Since the withdrawal of it and its author 
from the Strand, Mr. Oraven has been ‘playing in the provinces. 
“Milky White” is a really admirable little piece, a perfect model of 
what the “serio-comic” drama should be. Its pathos goes home to 
each one amongst the audience, and. yet is not oppressive. Its, 
humour is rich and provocative of such laughter as, unlike a deal of 
the laughter engendered by our stage-playing, may be: indulged’ in 
without an after-feeling of shame at having been trapped into laughing 
at something which is nothing—or worse. Ita only faults are an ex- 
cess, here and there, of smart writing. The symmetry and beauty, as a 
whole, of the drama is decidedly marred by these excesses of repartee 
and what not. Sometimes they even intrude upon a pathetic pas- 
sage, and set asection of the audience laughing when silence alone 
should reign. Here is an instance. When the young ‘* vet.,” who 
has been known to Milky White and his daughter as Smith, an- 
nounces himself as the son of Milky’s old partner, Alec. Good, 
‘‘Good ?” says Milky, catching at the word, snd his ejaculation is 
immediately followed by ‘‘ Gracious !" from bis daughter. The 
lugging in of this paltry witticlam at such a time is in execrable 
taste. Mr. Craven’sacting as Milky White shows an advance upon his 
former London achievements. It is very humourous and effective in 
the quieter passages. In the more highly wrought and dramatic 
situations Mr. Craven’s powers are not so nearly adequate to the 
requirements of the part. Miss M. Oliver made, as may be imagined, 
a charming Annie White, and acted the part with thorough dramatic 
effect. The other parts, were also capitally sustained by Miss Leigh 
Murray (Mrs. Saddrip), Mr. E. Danvers (Dick Dugs), and Mr, Fair- 
field (the young veterinary durgeon). “The Lady of the Lake” 
(burlesque) and ‘‘My Wife’s Dentist” have, with this capital little 
drama, made up an excellent programme during the week.

How to Go Roacu Fisning.—A genial writer in the last number 
of Land and Water describes his experiences of a days’ roach fishing 
near Twickenham with his friend ‘‘B.” He says :—“ Off early for 
the Twickenham station, at Twickenham, to the Fisherman Coxen 
or Jem Hall’s ; found the punt allready. Ground bait, consisting 
of common rice boiled, potatoes peeled and boiled, some old bread 
soaked, bran, and everything in proper order—and then to ‘The 
Drain Pitch.’ Whilst being taken there, the tackle wag put to- 
gether, the line properly shotted at the bottom, and three shots only 
on each hook-length, B. was presented with a fine porcupine quill 
(selected out of a large box full—at the docks) at-least ten inches 
long, as an inauguration, The punt being pitched, and everything 
arranged for extreme stillness (no shuffling about, noises, moving 
tubs, poles, &c., out of the question), the ground bait mixed up with 
only enough clay (not bound too tight) to sink, and put in gently, 
not thrown in, the lines being shotted, so that just # of an inch of the 
white top of the float is seen above water, and the depth measured by 
plumb, so that the hook just touches the bottom. ‘We commence 
with gentles, Here enough of the running line should be run off the 
reel, so that as your float goes down the swim, you have perfect com- 
mand to strike a bite, which should be done from the wrist only— 
the elbow being placed against the side, and as quick as lightning 
on the slightest disturbance of the float. Quickness is the very 
essence of roach fishing, as the fish bite go very fine. Any 
individual troubled with ‘the slows’ should leave the complaint 
at home, B. had on ‘the very fine gut’ to commence with, and a 
rod lent him. When he became a little experienced he had a 
‘green heart’ rod made for him after a model pattern—viz., in four 
joints (for convenience), the butt holding the two fine tops, fine up- 
right rings, pliable; but not a fly rod. If Gowland,. of Crooked- 
lane, near London-biidge, ‘continues to make such rods, he should 
be continually visited. Having struck a fish, according to the weight 
of the fish, play him, 7.¢., lev bim exhaust himself in the water with 
your line under. all. circumstances feeling his mouth, although you 
may have to slack out; and do this all tenderly, with a light hand, 
until he has had enough of it; then let some air into his gills, he is 
pretty well done. Bring him up-gently to the punt, landing net, 
Wet yonr first fish, for good luck. 

THs Twrep.~The deficiéricies caused by the dry weather and 
frequent low state of the river during the early months of the season 
were compensated for. in a great-measure by the more that’ usual 
productiveness of the last few weeks, and fishings situated above the 
town of Berwick will be, on the whole, most profitable. Fish 
throughout the season have been of good size and superior quality. 
The salmon angler’s season will now make a start with brilliant 
prospects. 

Tur THAmes Angling Preservation Society have turned into the 
Thames their year’s brood of young salmon and trout from the rearing 
ponds of Penton Hook, Sunbury, and’Thames Ditton. The reports of 
the different river keepers of the society afford evidence of there being 
plenty of fish, such ag jack, perch, barbel, roach, dace, bream, &c., 
and at intervals when the water has got into condition again, some 
very good baskets have been made, 

Tur Tay.—The Scotsman reports that there has been excellent 
sport on the Tay, between Almondmouth and Cargill. There are 
not many fish landed on the banks of the river, which is still much 
swollen, The boat fishing, however, is splendid, and has not been 
better for a number of years past, 

IRELAND.— Waterford exported £1,100 worth of salmon ; Dublin 
an equal quantity during the season just concluded, 

Tuk Coquer.—Perhaps not in the memory of the very oldest local 
man has there been anything like such an autumnal angling season 
in{this far-famed river since thé'recent river Salmon Fisheries Act, The 
river has swarmed with salmon, and the disciples of * Old Isaac” 
have had rare sport’; as many as twelve salmon have been killed to 
the rod, and there are few who have thrown a line who have not been 
rewarded by an exciting run and a full creel. At Felton, Mr. W. 
Dobson, of Thirston, the Coquet’s prince of anglers, performed a feat 
unparalleled, we believe, in piscatorial history. About four p.m., 
while angling on the Felton Casts, below the bridge, he simul: 
taneously hooked: two fish ‘with his well-known “ tiny ” rod, only 
eighteen ounces in weights and ‘his skill was put to the test—** he 
had a long pull and’ a hard pull,” and an exciting chase. However, 
by a most dexterous manceuvring, he managed to land his prey, when 
one proved to be # real fresh water trout, weighing four and a-half 
pounds, and measuring twenty-two inches; the other was 2” bull 
trout, weighing seven and three-quarter pounds. This is a feat, we 
yenture to say, which may not be rivalled once in a hundred years.—

| EXCITING RACE BETWEEN TWO CELEBRATED 
; REPORTERS OF THE OLDEN TIME. 

The Western Times has the following :—Looking in on the Com- 
mission of the old Guildhall, Totnes, brought to our mind scenes of 
days Jong gone by. On the right of the Commissioners at the 
table below, sat James Dennison, who for forty years has been 
Western Circuit Reporter for the Times. Bred a lawyer, he for 
many years reported for the Court of Queen’s Bench for the teading 
journal, and few members of the legal profession would, we apprehend, 
surpass him in his knowledge of legal principles, and his fitness for 
his melier, James Dennison, after reporting Lord John Russell, at 
the Devonshire hustings in 1835, rode a post chaise race with the 
illustrious Charles. Dickens, who at that time was a member of the 
reporting staff of the Morning Chronicle. Mr. Dickens was one of 
the fastest reporters of the ‘‘ Gallery,” and had been sent to Exeter, 
especially to report Lord John Russell. The representatives of the 
two journals started from Exeter each in a post chaise-and-four, 
immediately after the speech was delivered. Their race is generally 
understood to have suggested the narrative of the post chaise race 
of the elopement in ‘ Pickwick.” ‘*Jemmy” Dennison, he is 
familiarly called by those who are entitled to the privilege of 
approaching the Nestor of the reporting circuit, is a wide-awake 
subject, and knew the road well, for he had galloped over it more 
than once before. _ Dickens got the start, as became him, and 
when they neared Honiton, his post-boys as they ascended the hill 
into the town, finding all serene behind, and hearing no noise of the 
pursuing wheels, slackened their pace, and went leisurely into the 
yard of the old ‘Golden Lion Inn,” but to their astonishment when 
they came there they found Jemmy Dennison master of the situation 
The order had been given to the postilions—“ First and second turn 
out!” Fresh horses were being put to the Times’ chaise; and 
Jemmy was first out of Honiton. The fact is that he knew a back 
way into the town, got into the inn yard behind, and thus stole a

_ Writing out his report within a few hours after starting, he had 
secured relays of horses from London to Wincanton, at which town 
the race waded, At Wincanton he delivered his notes to the courier 
who proceeded at a stretch gallop to London, and thus gained a 
couple of hours on the Times, whose reporter arrived in due course 
of posting not until after the Chronicle was printed and in circula-

contemporary, and the fact was. notified the day following in ‘* an 
account of the express run from Exeter to the Times Office by a 
heavy Dutchman” with the proofs of appropriation of the more rapid 
report, This race was held to be the fastest ever run on the 
Western-road. 


A FEMALE HIGHWAY ROBBER. : 

A few nights ago a brutal robbery was committed upon an 
elderly gentleman named Levi, living at 98, Greenford-road, Dal- 
ston. Mr. Levi is a wholesale jeweller, haying his place of busi- 
ness in the City. On the night in question Mr. Levi came from 
town by the North London Railway, and had proceeded as far as 
the Graham-road, a secluded spot not far from the station, when 
s0me woman came up and spoke to him, He tried all he could to 
get away from her, but was immediately seized from behind round 
the neck by a man, and squeezed very tightly. He was then struck 
and thrown down, and while held upon the ground by the man the 
woman scole from him a bag containing nine gold wedding rings, 
some shirt studs, and some memoranda, and also his watch—an 
engine-turned silver double-bottomed hunter. They then ran off, 
and he tried to get home, but fell on his way from faintness: He 
has not yet recovered from the shock. On Friday evening, between 
ten and eleven'o’clock, two constables brought in a woman charged 
with a similar robbery from Mr. Christie, of the. Kingsland-gate 
bazaar, a jeweller. He stated that he was taking home some rings 
which he had to repair to a gentleman's house, in the Lansdown- 
road, near Mr, Levi’s, when the woman came up to him, having two 
men with her, seized hold of him, and with much violence stole 
from his pocket a bag containing the rings ; the police being near at 
the time, took her, with the rings in her possession, but the men 
|, escaped. The instant that Inspector Langdon saw her he charged 

her with having robbed Mr. Levi, and she did not deny it. She gave 
her name as Agnes Morris, of no home. Mr. Levi was then sent 
for, and three other women placed near Morris, Mr. Levi’s eye at 
once fell upon her, but he said he should not like to swear to her, as 
he was so frightened at the time. The police have a full knowledge of 
her ; she forms one of a gang of highway robbers who have com- 
mitted several robberies with violence in the neighbourhood.

DESPERATE AFFRAY AMONGST HOP-PICK ERS. 

Ide Hill, an isolated hamlet about four miles from Sevenoaks, wag 
the scene of a desperate affray on Saturday night between some of 
the inhabitants of that neighbourhood and a number of strangers 
. who were employed on a farm in an adjoining parish as hop-pickers, 
and which resulted in the death of one of the strangers, a young 
man about 17 years of age, who is supposed to have left London for 
the hop-picking season, and injuries to several others. The strangers 
had been spending the evening at a beerhouse kept by one of the 
men employed in the hop garden, and they remained there until the 
usual ‘closing time, which’ was 10 o'clock. After they left they 
called at a publichouge, within four or five minutes’ walk » and some 
angry words passed between them and some of the neighbourin; 
labourers who were drinking there. As soon as they got out of the 
house, the landlord having desired them all to go home, a general 
fight ensued, in which sticks and knives. were freely used, The 
young man already referred to. was taken up in an insensible con- 
dition, his. right eye being. cut open, the upper part of his skull 
broken in, and.a frightful wound extending from the top of his fore- 
~ head to his nose, besides lesser injuries, and he died as he was being 
removed to the Union. A second man of the same party, named 
Grimes, a native of Berkshire, was also taken to the Union on Sun- 
day, his skull being fractured, and it was reported that he died at 
night ; while of the home people, one had a fractured skull, caused 
by one of his own party, and another was severely cut in his left 
arm, and others were more or Jess injured. Information was sent 
to Mr. Colman, the superintendent of the Kent constabula:y at 
Sevenoaks, and he arrived there about two o’clockon Sunday morn- 
ing. His investigation led to the apprehension of three young men, 
named James Wood, ‘Martin Quittenden, and James Bartholomew, 
who were recognised as having been the ringleaders. At Quitten- 
den’s house were found a bludgeon about a yard long, with a large 
rough knob covered with blood, and which he said he had taken 


from one of the strangers, and with which it appears he had knocked 
down one of his companions in the midst of the fight,-and also a 
large clasp knife which was stained with blood. The prisoner Bar- 
tholomew was the one who had been stabbed in the arm, and he had 
previously been in custody for an aggravated assault upon the police, 
The coroner for the district directed a post mortem examination to 
be made, and the whole matter, which has caused considerable 
excitement in the district, to be fully investigated. 


AN ECCENTRIC SUICIDE. 

Mr. J. Carlyon, one of the county coroners of Cornwall, held an 
inquest a few days ago on the body of Henry Nicholls, a well- 
educated man, who had for some years followed the occupation of a 
schoolmaster, but who, for the last four years, had secluded himself 
from the world in a most eccentric fashion. He purchased a ship’s 
launch, which he decked over and conyerted into a sailing boat, in 
which he lived alone, haying no communication with the outer world 
except when compelled to go.on shore for necessaries. During the 
summer months he cruised about the coast, and in winter he laid up 
in some creek, The boat was badly injured by the gales of last 
winter, and since that time he has remained in Mylor Creek, near 
Falmouth. Not having been seen on deck for several days, the boat 
was boarded by a cousin of Nicholls’s, who lives at Mylor. On enter- 
ing the cabin he found the deceased on the bed with his head hanging 
down on the floor. He was quite dead, and held a revolyer pistol in 
his hand. . He had shot himself in the mouth. He had been dead 
several days. The coroner's jury returned a verdict of “ Temporary 
insanity.”

CHILD MURDER AT OXFORD. 

Some disgraceful disclosures have been made in Oxford of the 
practices of sending new-born children to dry nurses, where they die 
of inanition and debility from being deprived of the natural support 
of their mothers. A nurse named Chard having applied for certificates 
and registers of deaths more frequently than usual, the case was 
brought under the notice of Mr. W. Brunner, the coroner, and an 
inquiry was instituted into the death of a female child, committed 
by its mother to her care... The registrar of births and deaths stated 
at the inquest that his attention had for some time been directed to 
the mystery surrounding the birth of children in the care of Mrs. 
Chard, as also to their frequent death and dispppaarance, It appeared 
that. the deceased was. the illegitimate: daughter of a respectable

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THE ROYAL VISIT TO DUNROBIN CASTLE. 
ATHLETIC SPORTS AND GAMES. 

There have been great doings at Dunrobin Castle Jast week, 
on the occasion of the visit of the Prince and Princess of Wales. In 
the forenoon of Friday in last week there was a review of volun- 
teers, after which a dinner was provided at the expense of the Duke 
of Sutherland. The games commenced at four o’clock on ground 
on which the review had taken place. There was a large number 
of spectators, although not quite so many as were present at the 
review. The Prince and Princess of Wales, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, the Duke and Duchess of Sutherland, the Ea] and Countess 
of Caithness, Ear! and Countess Spencer, and most of the castle 
guests, were present within the enclosure. The Royal party walked 
from the castle to thy games. The Princess of Wales sat on one 
of the forms, and on either side of her Royal Highness were the 
Duchess of Sutherland and the Countess Spencer. The Prince 
of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh lay on the grass for 
the most part of the time. The games’ consisted of races 
of various kinds—long and short races, sack races, three leg races, 
races in which the competitors carried pasinfuls of water on their 
heads, &c. The Princess seemed very much to enjoy the more 
comics] of the games, such as the sack races, and once or twice she 
rose from her seat to get a better view of the winners coming in. 
One of the most interesting of the competitions was a race in which 
Karl Spencer took part. His Lordship carried a man on his back a 
distance of fifty yardsin a shorter space than other competitors with- 
out encumbrance took to run a hundredyards. During the sack race 
one of the competitors fell and fractured his collar-bone. The 
surgeon of the regiment and Dr. Taylor, Edinburgh, immediately 
attended the injured man, who was removed from the ground. The 
injury was, fortunately, not very serious: The games lasted till 
about six o’clock—the Royal party having remained till nearly the 
close. The Prince and Princess and the Duke of Edinburgh were 
loudly cheered as they left. After the distribution of the prizes, the 
spectators gradually left the ground, after a very pleasant day’s en- 
Joyment—some of them going home, while others remained in the 
village all night,

CRUELTY To A Lunatic,—Henry Burton, the attendant at the 
Surrey County Lunatic Asylum, who is ebarged with cruelty to one 
of the inmates, has been committed for trial by the magistrate at 
Wandsworth. 

A Favs Certiricats.—A young man named Robert Hodgson 
was ou Monday tried before the stipendiary magistrate at Hull for 
attempting to defraud the customs authorities by giving them a false 
certificate of his birth, the object. being to show that he was born in 
1840 instead of 1842, in order that he might obtain the situation 
of out-door officer of customs at Hull. The information contained 
two counts, and the defendant pleaded guilty to one of them. The 
plea was accepted, and he was fined in the full penalty and costs, 
with the alternative of six months’ imprisonment. 


SincuLaR INCENDIARISM.—A very singular case of incendiarism 
has been tried at the Glasgow Autumn Circuit Court. A man, 
named Alexander Gordon, was charged with no fewer than eleven 
distinct acts of ‘‘fire-raising,” as the Scotch designate arson. From 
the middle of March till the end of May he seems to have wandered 
about at night with the express purpose of setting on fire every sort 
of building, from a hen roost to a mill, to which he had easy and 
safe access, and that without any apparent motive except the grati- 
fication of a morbid love of destruction, The most serious case was 
the burning of the Saucel Grain Mills, involving a loss of property 
of the value of about £3,000. He was found guilty on three of the 
charges, and sentenced to twenty-one years’ penal servitude. 


Rossing A Broker oF £170.—On Friday, at the Manchester 
Police-court, three men, named Bradbury, Reardon, and Williams, 
and two women, named Thompson and Jackson, were charged with 
robbing John Grabam, a Liverpool cotton-broker, of .upwards of 
£170. The prosecutor had been collecting. money in Manchester 
on the 18th inst., and at night availed himself of the volunteered 
services of Bradbury to be shown places of interest in the city. 
They were drinking together for some time, and Bradbury accom- 
panied him to the train as he was leaving for Liverpool. Shortly 
after the train started, he missed his money, including one note of 


£100. This and a £10 note were subsequently traced to the pos- |- 


session of Jackson and Thompson. Reardon and Williams were 
concerned in changing the note. for which the latter paid 5U sover- 
eigns. Reardon took charge of the note, and the 50 sovereigns 
were divided between Jackson and Thompson. Full evidence upon 
all these facts having been given, the prisoners were remanded, with 
an intimation from the bench that they would be committed for 
trial. 

A Hasty Marriage.—At the Lambeth Police-court the other 
day a person of ladylike appearance requested the | magistrate’s 
advice under the following somewhat singular circumstances. She 
said that.a gentleman, who had lodged about seven weeks at her 
house in Camberwell, and. who represented himself to be the son of 
a wine grower and brewer in the south of France, had on leaving 
town placed in her hands some bills, with instructions that she should 
take them to the house of a respectable wine merchant in Tower- 
street, City, who was agent in this country to his father, and who 
would give her cash for them so that she could pay herself the 
amount he owed her for lodgings, and £20, she had advanced him 
on going to the country, and remit him the difference. On calling 
on the gentleman named she, to her utter surprise, found that he 
knew nothing whatever of her late lodger, or of his wealthy father, 
the wine grower and brewer in the south of France.—Mr. Elliott: 
Iam much afraid you have been imposed on by your late lodger, 
and that you will lose your money.—Applicant: Oh, sir, that is 
not the worst part. He has paid his addresses to and married my 
daughter ; and, from what I have learned, I have much reason to 
fear be was a married man before, and has another wife living.—If 
that is the case you can give him into custody on a charge of bigamy. 
—Yes, sir, but Iam not yet quite sure.—How long has he been 
married to your daughter ?—The wedding took place on Saturday 
week.—Just a month after coming to your house. Had you made 
any inquiry about him before your daughter’s marriage 7—No, sir. 
He had a season ticket for the Crystal Palace; and he behaved so 
like a gentleman that I thought he was one,—Mr. Elliott: The pos- 
session of a season ticket was not 80 conclusive a proof of respecta- 
bility as you should have relied on, and I am sorry to say I cannot 
afford you any assistance.—The applicant having thanked the magis- 
trate, left the court, apparently in much trouble. 

A Horsz's Revencx.—At the Wandsworth Police-office on Mon-. 
day, Henry Baker, a carman, of Great Guilford-street, Borough, was 
charged with cruelly torturing a horse by working it with a sore 
back in the York-road, Lambeth. Police-constable Waller stated 
that he saw the prisoner cn Friday morning driving the horse, wirich 
was quite unfit to be used in consequence of the sores upon its 
body. The witness added that after he stopped the prisoner, and the 
horse was taken out of the shafts, the animal suddenly kicked out, 
and kicked off the prisoner’s nose. He was taken to @ surgeon, who 
dressed the wound. The prisoner's face was entirely covered with 
strapping and bandages. Blood was still flowing from the injured 
nose. The Magistrate said that as the prisoner appeared to have 
been much injured, and was evidently in great pain, he decided in 
taking bis recognisances to appear in a week,

The magistrates refused an 
xpplication for leave to appeal, aud it was finally decided that fourteen 
days’ delay should be allowed; at the expiration of that time if the 
fines were not paid the defendant would be imprisoned for fourteen 
duys.
